WASHINGTON (/¡P)— 
Chances for a settlement 
that would head off a 
strike pitting the Team­ 
sters Union against the 
nation’s trucking indus­ 
try were less than prom­ 
ising today . 
As they returned to negotia­ 
tions with industry bargainers, 
the 
Team ster 
leaders 
were 
armed with a vote from the 
m em bers putting in their hands 
the decision to call a strike. 


The 
negotiations, 
covering 
450,000 workers in 12,000 truck­ 
ing firm s, by now center on 
money issues. The employ ers 
and the union are believed still 
to be far apart. 


The talks recessed at 2 a.m. 
today and were to resum e at an 
unscheduled hour. 
A nationwide vote of Team- 
•ter.s trucking locals was over­ 
whelm ingly in favor of striking 
if there is no settlem ent. 
The union’s announced strate­ 
gy would be to strike only a few 
major firm s, but spokesmen for 
1,500 m ajor com panies repre­ 
sented by Trucking Employ ers 
Inc. have threatened to shut 
down all TEI firms if any are 
•truck. 
After the third straight night 
of all-night sessions, the talks 
reportedly were snagged over 
wages. The union’s last reported 
demand was 56 cents per hour 
over a three-y ear contract. The 
industry ’s last known offer was 
37 cents. 
Many other issues, including 
increased per-mile pay for long­ 
distance 
drivers, 
health 
and 
welfare benefits, and new equip­ 
ment demanded by the union 
are also involved.

“ Y'cu bet y our life,” chief un­ 
ion negotiator Donald Conaway 
said when asked if he was walk­ 
ing out of the talks called by 
federal mediators. 
“ The networks regret that the 
union has decided to term inate 
these discussions,” said 
NBC 
Vice President George Fuchs, 
who also spoke for CBS and 
ABC. 
There was no indication alter 
the blowup when further talks 
might be set between the net­ 
works and the American Fed­ 
eration of Television and Radio 
Artists in the six -day -old strike.

offered 
$300 per week plus a percentage 
of com m ercial fees for news­ 
casters. The union is demanding 


$325 a week and a higher per­ 
centage of bonus com m ercial 
fees. 
“ This is more regressive and 
more insulting than the first 
offer,” Conaway said, without 
disclosing details of the new 
proposal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
publican leaders demanded to­ 
day that President J ohnson drop 
his proposal for a 6 per cent in­ 
crease in income tax bills and 
instead push government efforts 
“ to achieve social goals within 
the nation’s current m eans.”
